The former will vote no-confidence 
in the government, while. the latter 
will support the government. It ls by 
no means certain that the three west- 
ern Unionists, who complete the in- 
dependent group in the house, will 
support the amendment, although 
they have quite recently deserted the 
government benches for the oppos!- 
tion side of the house.
